GETTING READY FOR A LAUNCH. 


Th « - First Preparations Are Hade Wh en 
th e Heel Hlocks Are laid. 
P It h as often boon said th at m an 
begins to die th e m om ent th a t h e 
begins to live. It m igh t also h o said 
th a t a sh ip begins to be launch ed 
th e m om ent sh e begins to bo built. 
T h e first tiling in th e actual con­ 
struction 
is to a rrange th e keel 
blocks on w h ich th e sh i]i is to rest 
w h ile sh e is building. Th ey m ust lie 
placed a t certain distances apart, 
and each m ust be a little h igh e r 
th an its neigh bor nearer th e w ater. 
Th ose blocks are usually of th e 
stoutest oak and are placed from 
t%vo to th ree foot apart. 
Th ey m ust 
h ave a regular inclination, or th e 
sh ip cannot h e launch ed. In vessels 
like th e Ft. l*ouis th e incline is 
ab out h alf an inch 
in h eigh t to 
a ftHit in length . 
In sm aller vessels 
it is often m ore th an one inch to th e 
foot. 
L arger vessels h ave so m uch 
w eigh t th at a sh arp incline is not 
as necessary as w ith sm aller ones. 
T h e keel of th e sh ip is laid on th ese 
blocks, and as fast as th e sides of 
th o vessel are built up great props 
a re placed against th em to m ak e 
suro th a t by no accident w ill th e 
vessel topple over. 
A t length th e h ull of th o sh ip is 
completed. 
T h en it 
is 
tlm t 
th e 
launch ing ap p aratus is prepared. 
T h is consists of two parts, one th a t 
rem ains fixed on th e ground and 
one th a t glides into th o w ater w ith 
th e sh ip. 
Th e part th a t goes into 
th o w ater is th e cradle. 
It is th a t 
part in w h ich th e h ull of th o vessel 
rests snugly, and probably th a t is 
w h y it is called a cradle. 
W h en th e 
tim e comes for th e launch , a long 
row of blocks is built under each 
wido of th e sh ip a t an equal distance 
from th o keel 
blocks and of th e 
sam e inclination. 
On th ese blocks 
rest iirst th e stationary “ w a ys .” 
Th ose o< msist of broad planks of 
oak from U to -1 feet wide, capable 
of sustaining a w eigh t of from 2 to 
2*v tons to th e square foot. 
On top 
of 
th ese 
w ays are 
th o “ sliding 
w a ys,” of nearly th o sam e breadth , 
and betw een th e tw o th e tallow is 
placed. 
A narrow cleat runs along th o 
edge of th e stationary w ays so th a t 
th o sliding w ays sh all not slip olf as 
th e y c a rr y th e sh ip along. 
Above 
th e sliding w ays is w h at is called 
th e “ p ack ing.” 
Th is consists of 
pieces of tim b e r packed close against 
th e curving sides of th e vessel to 
h old it firm to th e sliding w ays be­ 
neath . 
T h e curves in th e h ull vary 
so m uch th at it would h e impossible 
to fit th e sliding w ays to th em , and 
so, by m oans of packing, th e sh ip is 
fitted to th e w ays instead. T h e pack­ 
ing and th e sliding w ays constitute 
th e cradle, and it is fastened to th e 
sh ip by stout ropes. Along its length , 
a t intervals of about 
In inch es, are 
big wedges, th e points of w h ich are 
inserted betw een th e sliding w ays 
and th e packing. 
A rope about th e 
th ick ness of a cloth esline runs from 
w edge to wedge, so th a t none m ay 
h e lost w h en th ey float into th o w a­ 
ter. 
W e a re now ready for th e launch . 
Tallow to th e th ickness of about an 
inch h as been spread between th e 
w ays as th ey wore put in position, 
nearly 
fiO barrels b e ing 
necessary 
for a sh ip like th e St. Louis 
Th e 
cradle sets snugly against th e s h ip ’s 
bottom. T h e vessel, h owever, is still 
resting on th e keel blocks. Th o task 
now is to transfer th e sh ip from 
th ese keel blocks to th e launch ing 
supp orts and to take aw ay th e keel 
blocks. 
Th en, w h en th e w eigh t of 
th e sh ip rests on th e launch ing ways 
alone, all th at is necessary is to saw 
aw ay th o “ sole piece’’ at th e bow, 
w h ere th e stationary and sliding 
w ays are fastened togeth er, and th e 
sh ip by h e r own w eigh t will proba­ 
b ly slide into th e water. If sh e needs 
a start, several “ ja c k s” using h y­ 
draulic pow er are ready beneath th e 
keel to lift h er a trifle and give h * r 
a p ush .—“ L aunch ing a G reat Ves­ 
sel, ” by F rank lin M atth ews, in Ft.

“ Uncle J o h n ” and A unt I ,ydla” 
as they are fam iliarly called, arealxuit 
the only old coup ]« ! now living of th e 
very early aot,tiers of Palm yra, 
whe re 
so many yean» of tlndr life were » p « *nt. 
In tin- “ Rei-olh‘etlons of the I ’ionoers 
of Let* <’ounty,” we find the following 
inleronting reminisecncett «>f this wor- 
i hy coup le. 
Mr. Oliver was Imii ii in Erl« ! county, 
Penn., in 1804, coming of Revolution­ 
ary » lock.
